THEIR TICKETS WERE GOOD. 


Supplied With Others and Left For St. 
Louts— Action Revealed Big 
Swindling Scheme. 


Through a little Incident which hap­ 
pened in i?t*s city last night, ic hae 
been learned that the Missouri Pacific 
has recently been robbed of hundreds 
of dollars through the sale of fraudu­ 
lent railway tickets at St. Louis and 


Kansas City. 
Charles McCarthy, Jack Strong and 
Tommy Sullivan, who gave a boxing 
• exhibition last night for the entertain­ 
ment of the members of the Sedalia 
Athletic club, departed for their home, 
in St. Louis, on Missouri Pacific train 
No. 8. Conductor Thos. C. Butts, who 
• was in charge of the train, took up 
4heir tickets, and, it is alleged, pro- 
• nounced them worthless. 
McCarthy 
and his friends declared they had pur­ 
chased the tickets at the company’s 
ticket offico at Sedalia, and refused 
pay. cash to continue their ride to St. 
Louis. 
When the members of the party de­ 
clined to make further payment. Con­ 
ductor Butts stopped the train and put 
them off at a point two miles east of 
the depot. 
The 
St. Louis athletes 
• walked back to the city and demanded 
‘ explanation from the company’s night 
ticket agent, and they were informed 
that the tickets were good. 
Other 
tickets were given them in place of 
the cardboards taken up* by Conduc­ 
tor Butts. The athletes then boarded 
passenger train No. 10 and resumed 
their journey to St. Louis. 
The Missouri Pacific recently dis­ 
covered that fraudulent card tickets, 
stamped with an imitation of the com­ 
pany’s regulation die, had been, sold 
in St. Louis and Kansas City to In­ 
termediate points between those two 
cities. 
Immediately after the sale cf 
fraudulent tickets was made, H. C. 
Townsend, 
general 
passenger 
and 
ticket agent, issued a bulletin to Mis­ 
souri Pacific conductors to take up all 
card tickets "from St. Louis to Jeffer­ 
son City, Sedalia and Kansas City," 
’ and all card tickets "from Kansas City 
to Sedalia, Jefferson City and 
St. 
Louis." 
There were no instructions about 
taking up card tickets, the* ordinary 
little strips of cardboard tickets, from 
any 
point 
on the 
system 
other 
than St. Louis and Kansas City, and 
the ones sold to the St. Louis men 
read "from 
Sedalia 
to St. Louis.* 
• Thus, it would 
appear, 
Conductor 
Butts did not thoroughly understand 
the instructions in the bulletin re- 
, garding the card tickets, and made a 
' ' mistake, which is quite likely to cause 
the Missouri Pacific no little annoy­ 
ance.

ing.

Captain J. Q. Plattenburg, command­ 
ant of the Ü. C. V. at Lexington, for 
contributing a silk flag to be given 
for the best historical essay read at 
this meeting. 
The flag was awarded to Miss Wil­ 
liamson, of Windsor. 
All of the es­ 
says will be deposited with the scate 
historian, to be preserved for the use 
of the various chapters. 
October 23 was set for the bestowal 


Farmington, Mo., Sept. 22.—‘‘Bill" 
Dooley and Emile Servlen 
escaped 
from state hospital No. 4 for the in­ 
sane here at C o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing by unlocking a door with a wire, 
while the attendants were in another 


room. 
Their absence was not noticed until 
several minutes had passed. 
They 
were seen south of the hospital by a 


farmer, whom they told to keep quiet. 
Dooley was later seen several miles 
further south. 
He was hatless. 
Ser- 
vien had his hands shackled to his 
body. 
Both are insane murderers, Doolev 
having participated in the Dooley-Har- 
ris feud battle at Doe Run on August 
4, 1900, in which two people were 
killed. On July 9, 1902, he killed Bill 
Harris on an M. R. and B. T. train. 
He escaped, but was arrested in New 
Mexico last September. 
At the May 
term of court he was declared insane 
and ordered sent to the hospital here. 
Servlen killed a man in St. Louis 
last fall. He wras declared insane and 
brought to the hospital here on De­ 
cember 3, but escaped the next day. 
He w*as recaptured at Galveston, Tex., 
on January 17 and returned to the hos­ 
pital here. The hospital officials fear 
they will be unable to recapture the 
fugitives.

Shear, wMo is 67 years of age, has 
had a remarkable career. In 1863 he 
deserted from the federal army, was 
captured, and, while a prisoner at 
Utica, N. Y., poisoned 
two of his 
guards in an attempt to escape. For 
this he was tried by court martial and 
sentenced to be ^hot. 


On the aay ^et tor nis execution he 
received a reprieve from President 
Lincoln, and before it expired he suc­ 
ceeded in escaping. On the day of his 
escape he was pardoned by the presi­ 
dent, but did not know of it until 
years after. 
Upon his escape he went to Europe, 
where he remained for several years, 
finally returning to the United States 
and settling in Vermont, where he 


led an exemplary life and secured a 
position in a bank. 
On being recommended for a federal 
appointment at St. Albans, VL, he 
went to Washington and asked Presi­ 
dent Hayes for a pardon, which had 
years before been granted to him. 
The president, on learning his his­ 
tory, refused to give him the appoint* 
ment, and people oh the towm, upon 
learning the reason, turned against 
him, and he lost his position in the 
bank. 
While living in Vermont he was a 
delegate to the republican national 
convention at Chicago which nomina­ 
ted Garfield. He has since served two 
terms for grand larceny and forgerv 
in Sing Sing, and one term each in 
the Albany penitentiaryt Auburn state 
prison, Moimdsville,W.Va., prison, and 
Clinton prison.
